More Speed, Safely and Cheaply, 
Beckons Aeronautical Engineers

New York.—There was a lecture by 
Jean LaVoure in the village about 
some missing murals, and I drifted 
in to hear what th at exciting ad­ 
venturer had to say.

We were 
fortunate in being the guests of In­ 
dia’s most powerful M aharajahs, and 
they went out of their way to help 
us get what we wanted. You see, we 
were making pictures, and there are 
parts of Indian philosophy and life 
th at white men have never been per­ 
mitted to witness. For instance, we 
secured some excellent shots of the 
faithful a t prayer in the sacred 
Hindu and Mohammedan mosques. 
The m aharajahs honored us with 
special military reviews of their pri­ 
vate, and let me assure you, pow­ 
erful armies. 
Each detachment of 
men was headed by an elephant, and 
the jewels adorning the beasts’ heads 
were estimated in value at a quar­ 
ter of a million dollars. 
“One of our most exciting experi­ 
ences was negotiating Rajputana, 
which the natives call “The Land of 
the Princess.’ 
This is the barrier 
between the millions of South In­ 
dia and the fierce, warlike tribes of 
the north. 
“One met with a lot of violence 
and misery, of course, but the im­ 
pression carried away by most ob­ 
servers is th at India is the world’s 
last great frontier of pageantry— 
gorgeous palaces and shrines, mys­ 
tics and yogis, the calm tranquility 
of the religious sects, the turbulent, 
rowdy tribes of the Rajputi, the 
fighting and the dancing, the bright 
color and red dust. 
“One of the sights ITI never forget 
was the fanatical prayer to the Sun 
God in Jaipur. They let us film it. 
Then we saw the famous camel corps 
of Bikaner, a private battery of 
thousands of mounted camels which 
Is retained especially for the will of 
one man, the M aharajah of Bika­ 
ner.” 
“And you witness any actual fight­ 
ing?” 
“Listen—men may club one anoth­ 
er, and a wild bull may gore a mata­ 
dor—but for sheer, magnetic horror, 
nothing can equal the death strug­ 
gle between two enraged bull ele­ 
phants. But each succeeding episode 
seemed to be more thrilling than 
the last. 
We persuaded His High­ 
ness the Nawab of Bhopal to over­ 
come his prejudice against the cam­ 
era and he permitted us to photo­ 
graph him 
One marvelous sequence 
shows him hanging down over a cliff 
taking a shot at a tiger.”

“That must have been exciting.” 
I agreed enviously, “After being in 
the wilds so long, 111 bet you are 
ready to settle down in old New 
York for a while, eh?” 
Explorer Hoefler shook his head 
slowly.

D o z e n s O f I n s t r u m e n t s 
Augmenting the gyro as a safety 
device are dozens of instruments,

tor in a decade of air engineering. 
Ice in propellers and wings is no 
longer a problem; skeins of oil and 
flexing rubber shields on the leading 
edges of the wings destroy the ice

“Beam” flying utilizes a system of 
lots and 
dashes transmitted 
by 
radio, spread fan-like from trans­ 
mitting stations. The beams advise 
a pilot whether he is “on course” or 
to the left or right of his scheduled 
line of flight. So perfected has the 
beam system become that instru­ 
ment panels now are being 
built 
with visual indicators. 
Retractable Gear Helps 
Landing gear always was a prob­ 
lem. 
It retarded flight. New con­ 
struction designs enabled aeronauti­ 
cal engineers to increase air speed 
as much as 25 miles an hour with 
detractable gear. 
The moment a 
pilot throttles his motors, a siren 
blares in his ear and red 
lights 
dance on his instrument board if his 
wheels are not in landing position.
